ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  GIRLS’  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

“Physical  education  should  aim  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  the 
individual  to  act  in  situations  that  are  physically  wholesome,  mentally 
stimulating  and  satisfying,  and  socially  sound.”
